f or final decision. It is to lie hoped that this will be the result, as the ques ti on 
in vol ved is of con s id e ra bl e cons equ enc e, a nd ought to be settled definitely one 
way o r a not her. 
In t he G un ni so n c ase a r ai l wa y emp lo ye was a c c u st o m e d to fish upon the 


l a n d s of a c e rt a i n r a n c h m a n , and persisted in doing so in spite of being w ar ned 
a w a y f r om t h e p r emi ses , a nd in d is rega rd of n u m e r o u s sign:, posted upon 
t h e p ro per ty. 
Acti on w a s t h e r ef o r e brought against the offender for trespass, 
it h e i n g s t a t e d in t h e comp lai nt, a s we ar e informed, t h a t the ca use of offense 
w a s fishing up on t h e pr op er t y of the complai nant. 
T h e s t a t e l aw of Color ado is very explicit and positive in r egar d lo t r e s ­ 


p as s i n g . 
Sect ion 1416 of t he cri min al code, r ead s as follows; 
“Penalty for t r e s p a s s i n g upon gardens, o rchar ds , etc. 
E ve ry per- 
son who shall wilfully c o m m i t a ny t r e s p a s s by e nt e r i n g upon the 
garden, orchard, or other improved and inclosed land of anot her, 
without the permission of t h e o w n e r thereof, and shall wilfully cut, 
or otherwise dissever, and take a nd c arr y a w ay o r d es tr oy or iniure 
the grain, grass, hay, fruit or vegetables t h e re gr ow in g or being, shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be guilty of a m i s d e me a no r, and shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the cou nt y jail not more th an 30 days, 
or by fine not exceeding $100, or both." 
Leaving out some of the c l a us es a nd r e du ci ng the s en te n ce to its simplest 
form, it stands as follows: 
“Every person who shall wilfully c o m mi t any t r e s p a s s by ent er ing 
upon the improved and inclosed land of a n o t h e r without per missi on of 
the owner, and shall injure the g r a s s t he re g ro wi ng or being, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor a n d shall be punis hed by i mp r i s o n me n t or 
fine, or both.” 
There is riot the slightest ground for any claim whatever that a fisherman 
has the right of trespass upon property belonging to another man in this 
state, and we do not believe that any court in the state will ever justify any 
such act of trespass under our present law. 
The right of a ranchman in 
Colorado to his own land, and his right to protect his crops, his trees, his 
grass and his other property from intrusion and mischief, is as clear and 
complete as that of the property owner in any other state. 
It is easy, however, to see how and w h y a contrary notion has ar isen in 
some minds. 
The constitution of Colorado declares, Art. ltf, Sec. 
• Th e 
water of every natural stream, not heretofore appropriated, within the stat e of 
Colorado, is hereby declared to be the property of t he public, a nd the s ame 
is dedicated to the use of the people of the state, subject to app ro pr iation as 
hereinafter provided.” And it is further tru e t ha t the fish of the state, being 
wild animals in a state of nature, are not s ub je c t to private o wn er s hi p or 
control, except under the conditions specifically s et f or th in the fish ami 
game law’s of the state, which do not apply to open a nd r u n ni ng s tr ea ms . 
The 
water in the streams, therefore, a n d the fish in t he wate r, belong as much to 
one citizen as to another. 
No man can claim individual p roper ty in them, 
and no man has the right to forbid a n o t h e r an equal c h a n ce to ca p tu r e and 
make use of them. 
This position is f u r t he r s tr e n g t h e n e d by the pr actice that 
has been followed for several y e a r s pa s t of supplying y o u n g fish from the 
state hatcheries to streams running t h ro u g h private inclosures. 
T h e r e is 
some justice in the claim that where t h e money of the s t a t e is s p e n t for sto. k 
Ing particular streams, t h e public should not be excluded from fishing privi­ 


leges in them. 
The conclusion on t h e ma t t e r , therefore, a p p e ar s to be, tu at while one man 
has as good a right to t h e fish in t he s tr ea ms , a nd as good a r ig ht to fish 
in the streams as another, h e does not ha ve a r ight to go upon t h e inclosed 
and improved land of another w i t h o u t the permissi on of t he owner . 
Action 
for trespass will not lie a g a i n s t a per son for fishing, but it will Ho against 
him for trespass. 
The right of the fisherman to fish docs not g n e h im t ne r ight to tr es pa ss 
upon the land; but the right of t h e o w n e r to exclude all o th e r s f ro m the land 
prevent the fisherman from g et t in g acccss to the s t r e a m in wh ich ho has 


B right to fish. 
Any other conclusion than this would be clearly u n w a r r a n t e d by the law 
and contrary to the principles of justice as between man and man.

.lusi iis Chaplain B rew ster w as in the 
middle of his invocation

city hall cornerstone a t 3:30 yesterday 
afternoon, the roof of one of the s to n e­ 
cu tters' sheds in 
the inclosure 
col­ 
lapsed and for a few m om ents it looked 
as tho u gh there had been a serious c a ­ 
tastrophe. 
Scores of people were h u d ­ 
dled u n d er the 
shed in 
the shade, 
w atc h in g the ceremonies and how an y 
of th em escaped death or serious in­ 
ju ry is almost miraculous. 
B u t one 
m an. 
Arnold U n ger of ,'.12 E a st High 
street, w as h u rt and he not seriously. 


T he sheds in the inclosure which s u r ­ 
rounds the site of the city hall were 
built there to shelter the stonecutters 
from the heat of the suji. 
They are 
only te m p o rary affairs of light lum ber 
and were never m ean t for people t<J 
s ta n d on. 
They furnished an excellent 
point of vantage, h o w e\cr. from which 
to view the cercmonies yesterd ay and 
quite a n u m b e r of people, Including a. 
couple of p hotographers 
w ith 
their 
ca m eras and tripods all ready for a c ­ 
tion. seized the o p p ortu n ity of se c u r­ 
ing a good seat. 
The weight of those 
on top of the shed m igh t not h ave been 
sufficient to cause the collapse alone 
b u t a large crowd gath ered beneath 
the stru c tu re an d leaned a g a in s t the 
supports. 
The combined w eight was 
too m uch and while Mr. B rew ster w as 
speaking there cam e a w arn in g creak 
in the south end of the shed. 
Not much 
a tte n ti° n was paid to it . however, and 
suddenly there cam e a terriffic crash 
and the top of the shed sank. 


G reat confusion im m ediately resulted, 
women scream in g an d men shou tin g 
as il w as th o u g h t certain th a t m any 
were buried beneath the ruins.

crowd which s tarted en m asse upon the 
ruins. 
By lifting the fallen roof it was 
a t once found th a t no one w as injured, 
excepting Mr. C nger.

pital where an exam in ation showed th a t 
his injuries -were confined to soverf 
bruises.

was given the Associated Press tonight by a representative of John W. 
Gates: 


"In the Colorado Fuel anil Iron company controversy an injunction 


was issued today to restrain the holding of tho annual meeting set for 
3 o'clock p. m. George F. Bartlett, a stockholder in the interest of the 
Osgood faction, brought the suit in the district court, making Messrs. 
Gates, Blair and Mitchell and all shareholders for whom they hold prox- 
ies, parties defendant to the suit, together also with the board of direct- 
ors of the company. 


"An ex parte injunction granted without notice was issued 
and

nual meeting or taking any proceedings until the further order of the 
court. 


"The defendants. Gates, Blair and Mitchell, together with other 


defendants acting with them, will ultimately give notice of a motion to 
dissolve the injunction so granted, and the matter will be called up for 
hearing as soon as practicable under the practice in Colorado."

NINE MEN KILLED IN 


PULP WORKS ACCIDENT. 


By Associated Press. 
Wilmington, Del., August 20.—Nine 


workmen are known to 
have 
been 


killed, five are missing and four others 
were badly injured by the explosion 
of the steel digesters on the Delaware 
pulp mills of the Jessup and Moore 
Paper company on the Christiana river 
today. The known dead are: 


Frank Harris, William Burke, James 


Nagle, John McCormick.Zachariah Col- 
lins, colored; James Stokes, Joseph 
Lumbacher. Granyille E. Waters and 
John Henry, fireman. 


The missing are: 
William Scott, fireman; Joel Htttton, 


fireman; William Ruth, fireman; B. H. 
Mousley, James Sweeney. 


The injured: 
James Jester, badly burned, recovery 


doubtful; John Collins, burned and in- 
haled flames; Thomas Reeves, skull 
fractured In two places; 
may die; 


George Durham, burned and scalded, 
recovery doubtful. 


The digesters were located in a two- 


story building. There were ten of them 
in the building, each one resembling a 
vat and about six feet in diameter. 
They were used for reducing wood 
pulp. Eighteen men were at work in 
the building. There were two terrific 
reports and the next instant the build- 
ing and mills about the structure were 
completely wrecked. One digester was 


blown into tho air and fell to- the 
ground 250 feet away. A dense volume 
of smoke for a time prevented the out- 
side workmen from going to the Im- 
mediate rescue of those who 
were 


caught in tho ruins of the falling build- 
ing. Several men mado their escape 
without any injury. An alarm of fire 
was sounded and the entire fire depart- 
ment of the city and a large force of 
police were soon on the ground and 
the work of rescue was 
Immediately 


begun. Several of the workmen were 
taken out .unconscious, only to die af- 
ter being removed to hospitals. The 
wreckage was piled up for more than 
30 feet and the escaping steam made 
the work of rescue difficult. 


Those who were not killed outright 


were mangled and burned by escaping 
acid that flowed over their bodies from 
the broken digesters. The monetary 
loss is $35,000.

DEATH OF LUTHER E, MARSH.

The 


mines lie in the Sweet Grass hills and 
constitute a veritable mountain of the 
mineral. There is enough iron ore in 
sight to keep an ordinary plant sup- 
plied for a hundred years, according 
to Hill's exports who have examined 
the property. W. G. Conrad, owner of 
the mines, has confirmed the report

One factor which has been lacking 


in the reduction of the iron ore to 
metal has been manganese which win- 
erah is necessary as a flux in the 
smelting of the ore.

The efforts 
to. obtain invitations to the name day 
reception were so persistent and came 
from such high quarters that the pon- 
tiff, hearing of them, overruled his phy- 
sician's advice and had an additional 
hundred guests included. 


The innumerable letters and tele- 


grams of felicitation received by the 
pontiff included communications from 
Emperor Francis 
Joseph of Austria 


and King Alfonso of Spain. The com- 
munication from the king of Spain was 
the first missive sent to his godfather 
by King Alfonso since his coronation. 


The pope held the reception In his 
private library. He showed no signs 
of fatigue.- Ho appeared to be unusu- 
ally animated and recognized the Right 
Rev. Benjamin J. Keiley, bishop of Sa- 
vannah, Ga., who was the only Ameri- 
can present, immediately he perceived 
him. The pope said to Bishop Keiley: 
"I am glad to see you again before you 
leave." 


Bishop Keiley told a representative of 
the Associated Press that he was as- 
tonished at tho pontiff's vitality and 
brightness of mind. 


Upon re-entering his private apart- 
ments the pope said: 
"It does not matter what Dr. Lap-

NEW TARIFF TREATY WITH 


CHINA HAS BEEN SIGNED.

Washington, Aug. 17.—The state de- 
partment has received a dispatch from 
T. S. Sherritts the treasury expert, who 
was commissioned by the state depart- 
ment to negotiate a tariff treaty be- 
tween the United States, and China,

will be continued. They appeared be- 
fore Judge HalleU of the United States 
circuit court, and filer! a complaint 
against the Osgood faction petitioning 
for ;in injunction to restrain the Osgood 
people from preventing the Gates fac- 
tion from casting, counting and having 
considered the votes which they allege 
they are entitled to cast at the annual 
meeting of the stockholders for the 
election of directors and officers for 
the corporation. In the complaint It is 
alleged that the Gates faction controls 
191,609 shares of the total amount of 
stock, which total amount IK 259,178 4-10 
shares. This would give Gates the con- 
trol, but thc complaint alleges that a 
conspiracy and collusion is on between 
the Osgood people to prevent 
Gates 


from casting his share of the stock and 
thus getting Into power. The complaint 
recites at length the history of the 
fight between the two factions, and the 
attempt to compel the showing of the 
books to the Giitcs faction. It also pays; 
Your orators upon such informations 
and belief allege that thc defendants 
have failed and neglected to keep in the

and at the annual meeting lists of the

book, and these furnished the basis and 
data, to determine names and holdings 
of all stockholders who should have the 
right to vote at the election of officers." 
The complaint also recites the num- 
ber of demands that have been made' 
upon the officer." of the company for an 
Inspection of the books, and relates the 
manner In which the demands were 
turned down. The complaint holds that 
each of the plaintiffs and all of the 
201 stockholder represented by proxy 
have a right to vote according to the 
amount of the stock registered on the 
transfer books of the company when 
they were closed, July 31, 1902. Follow- 
ing this cornea the clause In which the 
officers of the company are charged 
with conspiracy to prevent the plaintiff 
from voting at the annual election.

H 
will take with him into the canon 
party of four trusty assistants, a 12-foo 
canvas boat capable of holding foi 
men, which has been thoroughly teste 
on Pelton's lake, two pneumatic float 
made of strong rubber, one four fee 
wide by six feet three inches long, th 
other two feet by six feet live inche 
and 600 feet of strong light-weight rope. 
With these and the duck-like proclivi- 
ties of Mr. Fellows and his party, they 
expect to shoot and survey any kind of 
rapids they meet with on their journey 
through that dangerous gorge. 


Mr. Fellows states that the work ho 


did in the canon last year was of an 
exploring nature, while this year it will 
be a minute surveying expedition. The 
pictures In the window of Garrett & 
Owen's drug store were taken by Mr. 
Fellows on his exploration trip last year 
and represent approximately where the 
mouth of the tunnel will be. 


The tunnel will be in two sections and 
at an obtuse angle to each other. The 
lower one, running from the valley into 
tho canon above the water line, will be 
nearly four miles long and the other In 
the neighborhood of two miles In length. 
The contact with the river will be down 
the canon some twenty miles below 
where the D. & R. G. railway leaves the 
river. 
Mr. Felloes stated that, he expected 


it would take hlro about three weeks to 
make the survey of the canon, and it 
was barely possible he might find that 
the levels run were wrongly located and 
in that event the work would all have to 
be done .over again. He said that the 
season of the year was not as favorable 
to as good a report of the -volume o£ 
water flowing through the canon as he 
would like, as the Gunnison river was 
lower at this season than any time he 
had 'ever known it to be in the seven 
years he had taken measurements of it. 
The theoretical Irrigation experts, he 
said, required that the minimum flow of 
water for any irrigation project should 
ba sufficient.to Irrigate the maximum 
amount of. land expected to be benefited 
by the completion of the work. He had 
not yet been able to convince these ex- 
perts that a 300-foot per minute flow in 
August was as valuable to ranchers, as a 
1300-foot flow early In June.

Yankee Hill Has a Glacier. 
(Idaho Springs Gazette.) 


Here it' indeed ono of the most pecu- 


liar formations of the Rocky mountain 
region, and one that will in future years 
bo given greater attention by the trav- 
eling public, than has been in the past. 
The lake sets behind an abrupt little 
peak that is known as Fox mountain, 
and is fed by a perpetual snow bank, 
upon which the sun shines every day 
in the year, and yet it never melts. 
The snow and ico arc so permanently 
formed that the Immense body of cold, 
resists the heat of the sun's rays, and 
only sufficient of the surface is melted 
to feed the lake anil create a small 
stream of water from its head. 
This 


bank of snow and ice has a known 
depth In some of tlie crevices of the 
mountain of 500 feet and the bottom 
has never been ascertained, and It Is 
the resistance of this immense body of 
cold that preserves the snow and ice. 
The peculiar feature of this glacier Is 
Us accessibility, being, it IP said, the 
only Colorado glacier that is really, 
accessible. 
Many local picnic parties 


have taken advantage of this attrac- 
tive place as a resorr, but it is not as 
yet become generally known to the 
extent that It deserves. 
Some enter- 


prising fellow will coma along some 
day and make a Rreat resort of

place, and it will become known as 
one of Colorado's greatest wonders.

In the meantime a large crowd had 


alrAxdy gathered at the grounds to 
secure positions of vantage, and it was 
greatly augmented upon tho arrival 
of the Elks.

Rtruag around the inclosure and stal- 
wart policemen kept the crowd frdni; 
encroaching upon the space which had 
been reserved for tho members of the 
Elks. Just back of and upon a level 
with the cornerstone was the speakers' 
stand, a small platform with an im- 
provised awning. Back of the stand 
wore several rows of chairs for tho 
officers of the order. Below and to 
tha left of the stone were chairs for 
the bandmen, facing outward. 


The procession 
marched 
into tho 


north gate of the Inclosnre, tho band 
halting there for a short time and 
playing as the 
officers marehed in. 


Then the bandmen moved down and 
played until the last member had en- 
tered the inclosure and the wholo body 
was massed together. The officers and 
speakers ascended the stand by means 
of a stairway erected on the west side 
of the building. While 
they 
were 


mounting the stairs and the members 
wifte marching In, the band played 
"Columbia." ' The 
band 
took their 


seats and played "Nearer My God to 
Thee" as a prelude to the opening of 
tho ceremonies. Exalted Ruler R. L. 
Holland of Colorado Springs lodge No. 
309 (hen stepped to the platform and In 
au '.mpressive manner delivered tho 
following portion Of the ?iiual:

cause this edifice is to be the temple 
and seat of government of a free, self- 
respecting, liberty-loving community ot 
loyal and true Americans, wherein the 
rharlly, justice, brotherly love 
und 


fidelity of our splendid citizenship mriy 
abide in peace, perpetual and supreme, 
with honor to our race, and obedient to 
the president of races. 


"This beautiful spot and its imposing 
burden will long be the pride of all; 
and when we who are now here assem- 
bled shall have seen 'the future, and

nono will dispute: but. let us hold still 
further, that it Is hl» solemn duty, upon 
the undertaking of every worthy human 
project, to bring himself as near as 
possible to a realization of the munifi- 
cent bounty, unerring justice and ef- 
fulgent wisdom of the most exalted 
ruler ot the universe; that his enterprise 
may eventuate in glory to the immor- 
tul furnisher and honor to the mortal 
builder.

Under the burning suns of Egypt, 
architecture had its birth. In all ages 
the skilled hand of the artist has ac- 
curately portrayed the dominant spirit 
of the times.

When the star of empire took Its 
flieht to the west and Home ruled the 
world, Us artists copied the magnificent 
models of Grecian architecture, but the 
best results In Rome were attained by 
the Imported Grecian artists them- 
selves.

The list of matter in 
the small metal box which was placed 
in the stone was read by Judge Hub- 
bard. Alderman E. R. 
Clark 
had 


brought the box to the scene and at 
the last moment several other articles 
had been put In. The list as read by 
Judge Hubbard Includes a historical 
sketch of Colorado Springs by H. S. 
Rogers, statistics of the city, Including 
buildings, industries, . etc.,, with 
ab- 
stracts of annual reports and other in- 
formation by Dr. Peter Hanford. a di- 
rectory and guide of Colorado Springs 
for 1002-03, a Giles directory for 1902, 
numerous viewa of Colorado Springs 
and vicinity including buildings, resi- 
dences, etc., copies of the Gazette and 
other local publications, bank and trust 
company statements, photos of General 
Palmer, founder of the city, Mayor Rob- 
inson, t,. S. Atkinson, the contractor, a 
copy of the ritual of the Elks for the 
ceremony of laying the cornerstone, a 
historical sketch of lodge No. 800, a 
photo of the Elks new club house, a G. 
A. R. button presented by Alderman 
Clark and Messrs. Stark and Ashworth. 


A. M. Goetchlus. the treasurer, handed 
the metal box to the exalted ruler and 
John Sheets, the stone setter on the 
construction work, waved his hand to 
the engineer.- Slowly the crane lifted 
and the stone swung in the air showing 
the square aperture hewed out for the 
box. It was necessary to wedge the 
box In place with sticks, but it finally 
set firmly and L,. S. Atkinson, the con- 
tractor, who was assisting in the work, 
handed a mason's trowel to Mr. Holland 
who spread the mortar on the base 
tvhere the cornerstone now rests. Then 
Mr. Atkinson directed the engineer to 
start his engine and .with the band 
playing the national air very softly, the 
stone swung back into position; fii- 
rected by Mr. Atkinson and the exalted 
ruler. It settled down at about 4:36. 
Exalted Ruler Holland took a level and 
the stoneEetter wielded a huge sledge 
hammer to make the stone set more 
firmly. The hook was removed and the 
crane swung .away. Then, after placing 
the level upon the stone, the exalted 
ruler said: 


"In the name of charity, the proper 
Practice of which toward his fellowman 
is the loftiest accomplishment of man; 
in the name of justice, which the up- 
right meet bravely and only the guilty 
fear—I lay this cornerstone; and as It 
adheres to the cement in which It rests, 
so may the people of this noble young 
city be bound by the holy mortar of 
brotherly love; and as this granite 
mass shall stand throughout the com- 
ing years, bearing the weight of the su- 
perstructure with uncomplaining, un- 
yielding strength, so may fidelity to 
our free Institutions ever be the foun- 
dation of our order, our homes and our 
grandest of countries, within 
whose 
borders on a summer morn, liberty waa 
born to become mother of the world, 
and freedom was proclaimed to all the 
sons of earth. 


"Time will come when these atones 


will be separated and this cement broftr. 
en; but If we shall henceforth strlvo 
for its accomplishment, the hearts and 
souls of men may be bound eo firmly 
in love and fellowship as to become In- 
separable, and the noble deeds of the 
men of 'earth, Iqcked in fidelity's fast 
embrace, bacoiqe and be an enduring 
rock in the walls of the White House of 
the Eternal City.

Let. us hold fast the great truth, 
that communities are responsible, aa 
well as individuals, that no government 
is respectable which is not just, that 
without unspotted purity of

faith, without sacred public principle, 
fidelity and honor, no mere forms of 
government, no machinery of laws, can 
give dignity to political society.

The Punishment of Political Oiim.« 
inals. 


It is a serious question whether In 


certain communities the machinery of 
justice, Including juries, Is sufficiently 
honest, sufficiently civilized, or suffi- 
ciently intelligent to deal with political 
criminals. Can the official embezzler 
of puBlic funds, the office-holding thief. 
be convicted? Recent history of West- 
chester county, which adjoins that of 
New Vork, furnishes, many instances of 
oiTidiil depravity, and nearly as many 
Instances of failure of Justice through 
the depravity of courts, district attor- 
neys and jurors. A few weeks ago a 
city tax receiver was tried in this Inter- 
esting community. 
He had actually 


confessed to stealing some 
$7,000 or 


$8,000: but although his confession 
to 


four witnesses was corroborated by his 
books, the Jury found him not guilty. 
There was some excuse for these Jur- 
ors, It Is true, for the -Indictment was 
singularly favorable to the self -confess- 
ed thief. A few days ago the clerk of 
a city In the same county was tried 
for receiving money to which ho was 
not entitled. 
It was clearly proved 


that the money was -received; that It 
was illegally paid; that there had been 
a conspiracy between the mayor and 
clerk, aided by the aldermen to rob 
the city. That 
the clerk doubtless 


needed the money to cover a shortage 
in his accounts was shown by the tes- 
timony of bank-books, checks, 
etc., 


from which It appeared that he boldly 
cashed checks paid to him for tha

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POVERTY IN NEW YORK. 


T 


HE current number of Leslie's Weekly contains a noteworthy article 


on the East side Jewish quarter of New York. 


"On the north is Canal street; on the east, Forsyth street; on the 
south, Bayard St.; on the west, Chrystie St.—within the block 


•which these four streets surround live 3,000 men,-women and children, 
the children outnumbering the others more than two to one. It is the 
most thickly peopled block in the whole-world, with a population moro 
dense than that of any spot in China, India, or London; and it is the 
heart of the Jewish quarter of the great, teeming East side of New 
York. "Whole families live in rooms like closets. Children have no 
play-ground hut the dark hallways, the narrow stairs, and the pave- 
ments. There is so little space that few of tho merchants occupy 


• stores, most of them selling their goods from push-carts in the streets. 


"In the air was the combined smell of cooking, of dark rooms 


poorly ventilated, of many persons crowded together with little oppor- 
tunity to be clean. And there rang in my ears constantly the wail of 
babies, reminding me of a visit to an infants' hospital, a sound more 
pitiful than any other, telling the helpless sorrow of the little child. 
And wherever I -went that day in that block with its 3,000 lives I 
heard always the sound of children crying. Sometimes it would break 
out suddenly and loudly in a room near by, then I would hear only 
a distant -wall, perhaps from houses several doors removed. But it 
never ceased, continuing till nightfall—like a dirge, it seemed, mourn- 
ful and desolate. 


"The people o£ the Ghetto do not lack industry. 
They rise-, in 


the morning at 5 o'clock. They remain at their stands or push-carts 
In the streets or over their needles in their rooms until near mid-night. 


• They snatch sleep at odd moments. They cannot afford to waste in 


Idle slumber the early half of the night or the first hours of day. 
Yet -with all their industry few of them earn barely more than a living, 
as was the case in the home of Mrs. Gabrowsky. They have little 
food aside from soup and bread and coffee." 
These conditions are a matter of interest to the entire country and not to 


New York alone. Such plague spots cannot continue to exist in the larger 
cities without spreading infection to the country. The worst of it is that 
the conditions tend continually to grow worse. Many of the inhabitants of 
the slum districts are foreign born, and while they have gained a larger amount 
of political freedom in coming to this country, they have very often made a 
Change for the worse so far as their sanitary and moral conditions are con- 
cerned. 


There Is need for effective reform work along two lines. It is an inex- 


cusable disgrace to modern civilization as a whole that such conditions should 
be permitted to exist. No people havo the right to live that way, and no 
political organization has the right to permit them to do so. Society is to 
blame for conditions that are a menace to society and ntterlv destructive to 
Intelligent and self-respecting humanity. There ought to be a radical change 
of the conditions in the crowded districts, and this change should be enforced 


' wherever necessary by the police power of the city or state. 


In connection with this reform in the crowded districts themselves, there 


• should be made a more earnest effort toward directing population away 


trom the crowded city districts toward the more sparsely settled country and 
western regions. Many of the people who are now living in abject misery in 


• the slums, and in open defiance of the laws of health and of decency, might 


have been made valuable and honorable citizens of our republic if they had 
been given a, chance in some of the smaller towns or farm regions of the 
country. The peasant of Europe who has all his life been used to tho open 
air and the sunshine is as much out of place In the slums of N7ew York or 
Chicago as is the farm boy from Massachusetts or from Illinois. There has 
been an immeasurable and most lamentable waste of good raw material in 
allowing the immigrants to congregate in the cities, and this is the more to 
be regretted because this crowding is not the result of the deliberate wish of 
the immigrant, who would prefer conditions more nearly like those to which 
lie has been accustomed, but has.resulted from circumstances for which he is 
not accountable, and which our own government owes to itself to make 
Uffe.rent. 


FISHERMEN AND TRESPASSERS. 


N INTERESTING case has been started In Gunnisan county to de- 
A 


termine the rights of fishermen on private land in this state. The 
matter lias already received considerable attention, and it is said that 
there ave interests on both sides which will carry it to the highest court 


for final decision. It is to be hoped that this will be the result, as the question 
Involved is of considerable consequence, and ought to be settled definitely one 
way or another. 


In the Gunnison case a railway employe was accustomed to fish upon the 


lands of a certain ranchman, and persisted in doing so in spite of being warned 
away from the premises, and in disregard of numerous signs posted upon 
the property. Action was therefore brought against the offender for trespass, 
it being stated in tho complaint, as we are informed, that the cause of offense 
yv&s fishing upon tho property of tho complainant. 


The state law of Colorado is very explicit and positive in regard to tres 


passing. Section 1416 of the criminal code, reads as follows: 


"Penalty for trespassing upon gardens, orchards, etc. Every per- 


6on who shall wilfully commit any trespass by entering upon the 
garden, orchard, or other improved and inclosed land of another, 
•without the permission of the owner thereof, and shall wilfully cut, 
or otherwise dissever, and take and carry away or destroy or injure 
the grain, grass, hay, fruit or vegetables there growing or being, shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be 
punished by Imprisonment in the county jail not more than 30 days, 
or by fine not exceeding $100, or both." 
Leaving out some of the clauses and reducing the sentence to its simplest 


form, It stands as follows: 


"Every person who shall -wilfully commit any trespass by entering 


* upon the Improved and inclosed land of another without permission of 


the owner, and shall injure the grass there growing or being, shall be 
guHty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished by imprisonment or 
fino, or both." 
There is. riot the slightest ground for any claim whatever that a fisherman 


has the right of. trespass upon property belonging to another man in this 
state, and we do not believe that any court in the state will ever justify any 
such'act of trespass under our present law. The right of a ranchman in 
Colorado to his own land, and his right to protect his crops, his trees, his 
graBS and his other property from Intrusion and mischief, is as clear and 
complete as that of the property owner in any other state. 


It Is easy, however, to see how and why a contrary notion has arisen in 


some minds. The constitution o£ Colorado declares, Art. 16, Sec. 5: "The 
water of every natural stream, not heretofore appropriated, within the state of 
Colorado,' is hereby declared to be the property of the public, and the same 
Is dedicated to the use. o£ the people of the state, subject to appropriation as 
hereinafter provided." And it is further true that the fish of the state, being 
wild animals in a state of nature, are not subject to private ownership or 
control, except under the conditions specifically set forth in tho fish and 
game laws of the state, which do not apply to open and running streams. The 
water in the streams, therefore, and the fish in the water, belong as much to 
one citizen as to another. No man can claim individual property in them 
'find no man has the right to forbid another an equal chance to capture anil 
make use of them. This position is further strengthened l>y the practice that 
has been followed for several years past of supplying young fish from the 
state hatcheries to streams running through private inclosures. 
There is 


some justice in the claim that where the money of the state is spent for stock- 
ing particular streams, the public should not be excluded from fishing privi- 
leges In them. 


The conclusion on the matter, therefore, appears to be, tEat while one man 


has as good a right to the flsh in the streams, and as good a right to fish 
in the streams as another, he does not have a right to go upon the inclosed 
and improved land of another without the permission of the owner. Action 
for trespass will not lie against a person for fishing, but it will lio against 
him for trespass. 


The right of the'fisherman to fish does not give him the right to trespass 


upon the land; but the right of the owner to exclude-all others from tho land 
May prevent the fisherman from getting access to the stream in which he hab 
B right to 
fish. 
, 
v 
Any other conclusion than this would be clearly unwarranted by the law 


end contrary to the principles of justice as between man and man. 


THE NEW TREATY WITH CHINA. 


N 


OT long since it was announced that a new 
treaty of commerce had been concluded between 
China and Great Britain, and it was stated that 
similar treaties would shortly be arranged be- 


tween China and the other great commercial nations. 


Now the slate department has received a dispatch 


rom Mr. Shan-ctts. who was appointed some time ago as 
a special commissioner, that his work had been completed^ 
and that a new treaty between the United States and 
China had been signed. 


It is also stated that China intends not only to open 


her territory to foreign trade to a greater degree than 
ever before. hut that she will make special efforts to build 
ip her business with other countries, and as a means to 
this end, is preparing to make a special exhibit at the St. 


,ouis exposition, which will be of greater magnitude 


than any previous representation of Chinese art and in- 
lustry in any foreign country. 


This is especially good news for two reasons. If 


Ihina is to be opened to foreign trade, tuere is good rea- 
son to believe that tho Americans will get a very large 
share of it. So great an increase in our foreign market 
vill be a great stimulus to our industries and of benefit 
o all classes of our people. Further than that the determi- 
nation of China to make the display at St. Louis js an 
ndication that we are not mistaken in attributing a par- 
Jcularly friendly feeling on the part of that nation toward 
.bis one. 


\Ve are, therefore, glad for a good many reasons that 


China has at last thrown off her habitual shell and is ready 
o enter Into relations with the great nations ot the world, 
and we are also glad that the conditions are such that the 
United States may count upon obtaining a large share of 


hincse trade and leading in the regeneration and modern- 
zing of the Chinese people.

THE MILITIA AND THE TRADES UNION. 
A 


T A RECENT meeting of the Central Federated 
union ol" New York city, there was an animated 
discussion among the delegates on the subject 
of. the relation of the militia to the striking coal 


miners and to union workmen generally. 


One delegate called attention to the alleged fact that 


here is a regiment of militia in Pennsylvania composed en- 
irely of members of the United Mine Workers. "These mi- 
itiamen," he said, "are liable to be called on to take up 
arms against the brethren who are on strike for living 
wages." 
He proposed that President Mitchell of tho 


United Mine Workers he requested to see that members 
of the union in future do not join the National guard. 


This opinion, which has been frequently set forth 


n labor meetings and labor papers, did not receive the 
;enera! approval of the delegates present. Many of them 
said that tho central body should consider the mattel 
ery carefully before taking any such action. They did 
lot believe that it was well to complicate tho situation 
>y introducing additional controversies, and one dele- 
ale remarked that it would be better if there were more 
members of labor unions in the National guard, and that 
they should he encouraged to join it. 


"If the militia were made up of the members of 


abor unions," he continued, "the soldiers would hardly 
care to shoot their fellow workers on strike. I want to see 
battalions, regiments—in fact, an avtny of militia—com- 
>osed of trades unionists. 
They would be better than 


he United States army." 


Another delegate said: "I am a member of the Nation- 


al guard, and I am not ashamed of it. But if I was called 
ipon to shoot down working men on strike I would re- 
sign." 


It seems lo bo an error in the opinions of some of. 


the union members to think that their personal inter- 
ests arc separate and distinct from those of the communi- 
ty in which they live, and that the greatest good for th'dm 
can be obtained by laws and measures intended to se- 
cure their own particular advantage at the expense of 
other classes. 


We hear a groat deal about tho alleged construction 


of society for the benefit of certain favored classes. We 
are told that tho laws arc made for the rich and the"•pow- 
erful. 
We hear of the "money power" that rules the 


world, and the latest bogy man which is brought to the 
front in every popular iliscuasion of public matters, is 
composer! of "the trusts." 


To offset 
this 
alleged 
condition, it is frequently 


urged, especially by those who arc trying to stir up pub- 
lic feeling for their own selfish benefit, that the people 
of one particular class should organize to protect their 
interests at the expense of other classes The "people" 
are urged to resist the oppression ot the plutocrats. The 
trades unions are invited to promote their own interests 
without much regard to the general welfare. The farm- 
ers are told lo organize for protection against the rail- 
roads and the commission men. Everybody is brought 
to believe that everybody else is trying to oppress him, 
and that hit; only hope .is in trying to oppress other 
people. 


This is the wrong principle. No form of injustice can 


possibly be cured permanently by establishing in its 
place injustice of a different kind. The only true and rlgljt 
form of government is one that tends towards the safety 
and happiness of all classes of people, and that rests upon 
the support of all classes. 


If this principle just stated is true, and there is no 


room for reasonable doubt about it, then it necessarily 
follows that the armed power of the state, through which 
as a last resort the state must execute its commands, 
should be composed of representatives of all classes, and 
should be directed by the will of the entire people. A 
militia composed entirely of workingmen and operating 
exclusively for their benefit, would be almost as bad 
as one from which the members of the trades unions 
were entirely absent. 


The fact that any delegate at the New York meeting 


discussed the possibility of the militia being ordered "to 
shoot down striking workmen," shows very clearly the 
effect of wrong opinions. Such a thing is possible, of 
course, but it is very improbable. 
If the troops were 


ordered to shoot down striking workmen, it is probable 
that they would refuse to do so, and they would be justi- 
fied in such refusal even to the extent of mutiny, but 
the American militiamen arc not called into the field 
for that purpose. 
They are called upon to protect the 


property and the lives 
ot 
American citizens, ami to 


enforce the laws. 


It is generally understood that disorder and violence 


during the progress of a strike injures no one more than 
the strikers. 
In maintaining peace and in protecting 


life and property, the forces 'of the state are. co-operating 
and re-enfoi'fcing the most Intelligent labor leaders. There 
Is, therefore, no good reasons, even when the militia is 
called upon for service during a strike, why the members 
of the trades unions, should not march, and IE necessary 
shoot, side by side with their fellow Americans from other 
ranks of life. , 


Ami there is still less reason why, when our nation 


is called upon to face a foreign foe, and when the safety 
of all must depend upon the military training and ex- 
perience of the younger men of tho country, so largo a 
proportion of the beat military strength of the United 
States as - is, included in the membership of the trades 
unions should be .disqualified entirely for trained mili- 
tary service-. 
.,

HE reputation of the Rocky Mountain grizzly was 
established several years ago. It was agreed by 
the most experienced hunters who had had ex- 
perience in this and other continents, that for 


savage ferocity and persistent vitality no animal in the 
world was the superior of the North American grizzly, 
and the white hunter as well as tho Indian felt that 
he had established his reputation -when he had succeeded 
n adding the claws and teeth of this monster to his 
collection of trophies. 


The introduction of tho repeating rifle, and more 


ately of the smokeless powder cartridge in a nickel steel 
barrel, has increased the power of the hunter and dimin- 
shed that of the hunted in proportion. 
The light be- 


ween the well-armed man and any animal at the pres- 
ent time is an unequal one, and hardly to be relied' on as 
a proof of courage or skill. . 


The bear still serves, however, as an object of inter- 


est around which there may be clustered a great many 
nteresting stories of more or less veritable adventure. 
We have had several cases of this recently from the town 
of Rifle in western Colorado. Not very long ago we were 
nformed that a man had had a desperate encounter in 
which he narrowly escaped death from two infuriated 
grizzlies, and more recently the same story has been 
•epeated with variations about another man. In this 
alter case the name of President Roosevelt is introduced, 
t being asserted that he showed the old guide just how 
o give the coup-de-grace to a bear with tho knife. 


These stories are thrilling and -add greatly to the 


reputation of Colorado as a good hunting country, and

Ing several of the pickpockets, bunco men and 
thieves that have been hanging upon the tourist 
crowds in this city. Prompt and severe punish- 


ment should be inflicted upon all convicted of such crimes, 
with the object of enforcing the lesson that 
Colorado 


Springs is a good place for such gentry to keep

!rom. 


There has been some complaint from residents and 


visitors because of alleged neglect on the part of the 
county and city authorities in taking action against this 
class of criminals. There may be a good basis for such 
complaint in certain cases, though in behalf of the police 
t may be stated that in such a crowd as has been present 
lere in the past few -weeks the detection and punishment 
of such offenses is particularly difficult. Among so many 
strangers the criminal finds it particularly easy to conceal 
his identity, while the crowds in the streets and the sta- 
tions and in the cars, composed to a considerable degree 
of people not habitual travelers, make it particularly 'easy 
for him to pursue his nefarious trade. 


It should not be forgotten, however, that this city as a

NO CHANGE IN THE PRECINCTS. 


T 


HE RECENT rcdistricting of the cily of Colorado 


Springs in wards will not make any change in the 
precincts for tho coming county election. 


Later on it will be necessary to change tho 


city precincts, so as to conform to the' ward boundaries 
as otherwise precincts would be partly in one ward and 
partly in another. But this has not yet been done, and 
where no ward officers are to be elected, there is no im- 
mediate necessity for it. 


The primaries will bo held in the old precincts, there- 


fore there will be no general change in the registration 
books, and the polling places will bo selected, the judges 
appointed and the voting done according to the former 
precinct boundaries.

A friend of tha 
writer had been acting as executor to 
a gentleman who "had made his for- 
tune by and through the honorable 
practice of an honorable profession." 
Certain mysterious entries In the ac- 
counts of the deceased led his executpr 
to the discovery that "the testator 
never had passed his own examination 
in the profession be had practiced, but 
that a clever and unscrupulous deputy 
hart gone through the ordeal for him." 
Not content with whatever price may 
have been ngreed upon at the time for 
this service, the clever and unscrupu- 
lous deputy bad made a life annuity 
out of the job by blackmailing his pr.n- 
clpal all the rest of his days. The ex- 
ecutor adds the still more interesting 
information, derived from the clever 
and unscrupulous one himself, that the 
deceased gentleman was onlj1 one of 
several upon whom he had preyed in 
the same way. He appears, In short, 
to be a sort of professional examinee, 
who.se services have been at the dis- 
posal of anybody who chose to pay his 
price. Having passed his examination 
so often, there can be no doubt that he 
was qualified to have set up In prac- 
tice himself; but he has evidently found 
It. more advantageouH to keep on pass- 
ing examinations and live by black- 
mnillng the personated individuals. It 
is a novel and Interesting development 
of the system of competitive examina- 
tion. Is it possible that the "ghost" 
has been nt work in more than one 
profession? 
I think that the publio 
ought to know a little more definitely, 
where and when the "ghost" has 
walked. On the other hand, It is inter- 
esting to note that the gentleman whoso 
decease led to this discovery had mads 
his fortune by his" profession, notwith* 
standing the deception by which he en- 
tered it. 


Miss Hobhouse has a valid claim to 
public recognition of her Invaluable ser- 
vices in connection with concentration 
camps. I have received a very inter- 
esting letter from an officer who has 
had a wide experience of this subject. 
The writer, being a stranger to Miss 
Hobhouse, expresses his great admira- 
tion of her work. I have always be- 
lieved that British officers who had 
personal experience of the camps would 
be the first to deprecate the contempti- 
ble attacks that were made on Mips 
Hobhouse by the supporters of the gov- 
ernment; and It Is to the credit of tha 
army that an officer should testify in 
this way his appreciation of her courage 
and humanity. 


If the present mania for book col- 
lecting continues much longer, it is 
impossible to conjecture how far prices 
for coveted rarities will rise. Tbe ven- 
dors of historic libraries in the seven- 
ties and eighties must bitterly regret 
that they did not defer disposing ot 
their collections for a few years.

The lack of moisture has 
caused a further deterioration in tho con- 
dition of corn and potatoes, and beets 
in heretofore more favored sections are 
beginning to suffer.

Cutting of tho 
second crop of alfalfa is finished except 
In the upland districts. The ranges are 
generally In an unsatisfactory condition, 
though recently somewhat Improved In 
the southeastern part o£ the state.
